Stimulus 
package 
almost 
a reality

WASHINGTON Moving with lightning speed, 
key members of the Senate announced 
agreement Wednesday on a $790 billion 
stimulus bill to create millions of jobs, and 
said President Obama could sign the bill 
within days. 

The emerging legislation includes help 
for victims of the recession in the form of 
expanded unemployment benefits, food 
stamps, health coverage and more, as well 
as billions for states that face the prospect 
of making deep cuts in school aid and 
other programs. 

The agreement includes Obama’s sig- 
nature “Making Work Pay” tax credit for 
95 percent of workers, though negotiators 
agreed to trim the credit to $400 a year 
instead of $500— or $800 for married 
couples, cut from Obama’s original pro- 
posal of $1,000. It would begin showing 
up in most workers’ paychecks in June as 
an extra $13 a week in take-home pay, fall- 
ing to about $8 a week next January 

The president also won money for two 
other administration priorities —informa- 
tion technology in health care, and “green 
jobs” to make buildings more energy-effi- 
cient and reduce the nation’s reliance on 
foreign oil. 

Scaling back the bill to levels lower than 
either the $838 billion Senate measure or 
the original $820 billion House-passed 
measure caused grumbles among liberal 
Democrats, who described the cutbacks 
as a concession to moderates. 

Working to accommodate the new, 
lower overall limit of the bill, negotia- 
tors effectively wiped out a Senate-passed 
provision for a new $15,000 tax credit to 
defray the cost of buying a home, these 
officials said. The agreement would allow 
taxpayers to deduct the sales tax paid on 
new car purchases, but not the interest on 
loans for the same vehicles.

Many Chicago-area residents are 
looking to the Olympics to help 
solve the city’s public transporta- 
tion woes. 

In the city’s formal bid, due 
Thursday, the transportation plan 
will be a key component. 

It is also one of the areas where the 
International Olympic Committee 
is seeking better information from 
the city 

During an evaluation at an earlier 
stage, the IOC last June said it didn’t 
understand how much was going 
to be invested on transportation 
for the Olympics and how people 
were supposed to get from rail lines 
to sports facilities along the lake- 
front. 

At that time, Chicago ranked 
third of the four finalist candidates, 
with international officials also 
citing construction budgets that 
seemed too low, financial guarantees 
that didn’t meet IOC requirements 
and revenue projections that seemed 
optimistic. 

Cities try to correct any perceived 
flaws before submitting their final 
bids. 

The 500 -plus page bid book 
is a key sales tool for winning 
International Olympic Committee 
votes on Oct. 2. 

For the first time, cities have to 
present detailed budgets, laying 
out how much will be spent and 
who will pay for it. This will provide 
Chicagoans with the most compre- 
hensive cost estimate to date. They 
also can expect more detailed plans 
for the Olympic Village and athletic 
venues. 

The bid book “is an opportunity 
for our plan to be brought to life 
in even a more colorful way than it 
has been in the past, and in more 
detail,” said Chicago 2016 spokes- 
man Patrick Sandusky

When Air Force One touches down Friday 
evening in Chicago, there will once again be 
a chance to see heavily armed motorcades and 
be surprised by unexpected appearances by the 
city’s most famous and powerful resident. 

It also will mark the start of an entirely new 
experience for the city: hosting an extended 
visit by a sitting president. 

In the past, presidential visits typically have 
lasted a couple hours, just long enough for the 
nation’s top executives to land at O’Hare, ride 
a chopper downtown and appear before some 
TV cameras. 

This trip, however, is expected to last three 
days and will offer the first glimpse of what 
are likely to become fairly routine hometown 
visits by President Obama and his family The 
return to Chicago will come a day after sched- 
uled stops in East Peoria and Springfield. 

In many ways, the Obama family’s week- 


end stay in Chicago will look and feel like the 
seven-week transition between the November 
election and January move to Washington. 

There will almost certainly be workouts near 
Obama’s South Side home, street closures as 
his motorcade zips across town and possibly a 
Valentine’s Day dinner out for the First Couple 
at one of their favorite restaurants. 

But there will be some new wrinkles. 
Security is almost certain to be even tighter 
than it was when Obama was last in the city 
Jan. 4, and there will be the potential to catch 
a glimpse of Air Force One and other presiden- 
tial details. 

Obama’s neighbors say it is hard to miss 
his pending return. Additional concrete bar- 
riers and metal barricades popped up this 
week on his block and a nearby main street. 
Neighbors also have observed several addi- 
tional Chicago police officers and Secret 
Service agents. 


One of the weekend highlights for the First 
Couple will likely be Valentine’s Day, a holiday 
they take seriously A year ago, amid a fierce 
nomination fight with Hillary Clinton, Obama 
took time off from the campaign to take his 
wife out to dinner. 

If they dine out, one possibility is Spiaggia, 
the stylish Italian restaurant where they have 
traditionally celebrated Valentine’s Day 
The Chicago visit also could be well-timed 
for Obama’s celebration of final passage of a 
$789 billion stimulus package that he has made 
a hallmark of his early presidency 

In December, Obama told the Tribune he 
planned to return every six or eight weeks. 

“My Kennebunkport is on the South Side,” 
he said, referring to the getaway of former 
President George H.W. Bush in Maine. “Our 
friends are here. Our family is here. And so we 
are going to try to come back here as often as 
possible.”

An unlikely suitor has stepped to the plate with 
a job offer for former Gov Rod Blagojevich. 

The Joliet JackHammers, a minor-league 
baseball team in Will County has offered him 
a contract for the 2009 season. Team officials 
faxed an offer— which includes an $8oo-a- 
month salary and free lodging with a host 
family— to Blagojevich’s publicist earlier this 
week. 

“I don’t yet know how serious of an offer it 
is or whether it is something he will pursue,” 
said Blagojevich’s publicist Glenn Selig. “But 
the governor is a huge baseball fan and play- 
ing in the minor leagues is something he has 
wanted to do as a kid and would do for noth- 
ing.” 

The JackHammers, who extended a simi- 
lar offer to White Sox slugger Frank Thomas 
when he left Chicago, say Blagojevich would 
receive a standard rookie contract— with a 
few extras. 

The team would celebrate Blagojevich night 
by giving fans bobblehair dolls (the hairstyle 
bobbles instead of the head). The club also 
plans to sell special “golden” seats, an obvious 
wink to the infamous wiretaps in which he 
allegedly calls President Obama’s former U.S. 
Senate seat “{bleeping} golden.” 



Police: Man threw dog against door 


A man threw his girlfriend’s dog against a 
door in a fit of jealous rage, Cook County 
authorities said Wednesday 

The woman immediately took the animal 
to a veterinary clinic, where the dog was 
euthanized because of the extent of its inju- 
ries, authorities said. 

Keith Middleton, 29, was charged with 
felony animal cruelty 


At a bond hearing, authorities said 
Middleton was at his girlfriend’s South Side 
residence on Dec. 12 when he demanded she 
prove to him that she hadn’t just been talking 
on the phone to a man. 

The woman refused, telling him she didn’t 
have to prove anything in her own home. 
Middleton allegedly picked up her tiny Shih 
Tzu dog and threatened to throw the dog if 


she didn’t tell him who was on the phone, 
Asst. State’s Atty Erin Antonietti said. 

The woman refused again and told him not 
to hurt her pet. But Middleton flung the dog 
against a door, causing the animal to have a 
seizure, Antonietti said. 

Middleton, who has unrelated aggravated 
battery charges pending against him, fled but 
was arrested last week. 


Fine for impersonating 
officer could increase 

The fine for impersonating a 
Chicago police officer would rise 
to as much as $1,000 under a City 
Council ordinance introduced 
Wednesday. After a 14-year-old 
boy tricked police into briefly 
accepting him as one of their own 
last month, Aid. James Balcer (11th) 
learned that the fine for pretending 
to be an officer is as low as $10 and 
no higher than $100. Balcer said 
police told him there were 33 cases 
of impersonating an officer in the 
past year. 


Time to start paying up 
more for parking

District Judge Rebecca Pallmeyer 
went above the maximum of what 
federal sentencing guidelines 
called for in sentencing defrocked 
priest Donald McGuire, 78. McGuire 
did not apologize and described 
himself as nearing the end of his 
life.

Congressman’s Twittering 
raises security concerns 


B WASHINGTON The top 

Republican on the House 
intelligence committee landed in 
hot water this week after using 
his Twitter page to update the 
public on his precise whereabouts 
while traveling through Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The revelation prompted the 
Pentagon to review its policy, 
which regards such information 
as sensitive, and lit up the liberal blogosphere 
with accusations of hypocrisy 

Rep. Pete Hoekstra says he did nothing 
wrong. “The policy that we have and that we 
did on this trip is consistent and well restrained 
from what other folks have done in the past,” 
said Hoekstra (R-Mich.). 

But Hoekstra, who has decried the 
unauthorized leaking of classified 


information, provided far more 
details than a general itinerary, 
including at least a 12-hour heads- 
up that he was headed to Iraq. 

“Just landed in Baghdad,” the 
congressman declared on Feb. 5 
at 9:41 p.m. 

By 11:56 p.m., the public was 
given this more precise update: 
“Moved into green zone by 
helicopter, Iraqi flag now over 
palace. Headed to newU.S. embassy Appears 
calmer, less chaotic than previous here.” 

The episode showcases how eager 
lawmakers are to use social-networking to 
connect directly with voters. Congressional 
staffers say they are being told by their bosses 
to find new ways to get out their talking points 
and to no longer rely solely on traditional 
media outlets.

Sweet science: 
Cotton candy 
may aid in 
tissue growth 

Cotton candy has delighted children 
for a century Now it may have found 
a new role: helping scientists grow 
replacement tissues for people. 

The flossy stuff may be just right 
for creating networks of blood ves- 
sels within laboratory-grown bone, 
skin, muscle or fat for breast recon- 
struction, researchers suggest. 

Here’s how their technique would 
work: 

First, you pour a thick liquid 
chemical over a wad of cotton candy 
Let the liquid solidify into a chunk, 
and put that in warm water to dis- 
solve the candy That leaves tiny 
channels where the strands of candy 
used to be. So you have a chunk 
of material with a network of fine 
channels within. 

Next, line these channels with 
cells to create artificial blood ves- 
sels. And seed the solid chunk with 
immature cells of whatever tissue 
you’re trying to make. The block is 
biodegradable, and as it disappears, 
it will gradually be replaced by grow- 
ing tissue. In the end, you get a piece 
of tissue permeated with tiny blood 
vessels.

Bulls’ Derrick Rose shakes off demands of stardom 
as well as he shakes off a pursuing defender

Derrick Rose navigates a crowded social calendar like it’s one of his jaw-drop- 
ping drives to the hoop. The Bulls’ prized point guard makes public appear- 
ances at community centers, poses for photo shoots with Adidas and sits for 
interviews with ESPN and Sports Illustrated. He signs memorabilia for char- 
ity auctions, hangs out with local students and chills with family and friends — 
but only when he’s not racking up frequent flier miles on grueling road trips. 
These days, everyone wants a piece of the rookie from Englewood. 


“I never thought that it would get this big,” 
Rose told RedEye after a recent practice, “but 
I guess playing in my hometown it kinda did.” 

Not that the demands and expectations 
of performing in his home city appear to be 
hindering the 6 -foot-3, 190 -pound highlight 
machine whose slick moves often render 
defenders’ legs useless. 

Rose has started every game with the Bulls; 
he leads the team in assists; and he trails only 
Ben Gordon in scoring. So it’s perhaps no 
surprise that he’ll play in both the Rookie 
Challenge and the skills competition dur- 
ing NBA All-Star festivities this weekend in 
Phoenix. 

Last week, Dallas Mavericks coach Rick 
Carlisle told the Dallas Morning News he 
considers Rose the front-runner for rookie 
of the year. 

“He’s a dynamic athlete and very skilled,” 
he said. “He plays hard. He has a lot of quali- 
ties of a lot of the great ones.” 

Rose also is growing into his leadership role. 
He never breaks his trademark calm demean- 
or when he addresses the media, whether he’s 
acknowledging his individual accomplish- 
ments or assessing the front office’s criticism 
of the team. 

Asked if it’s all a bit much for a 20 -year-old 
rookie, Rose shrugs it off. 

“It’s kind of tough, but that’s what you 
want as a player,” Rose said. “If you want to 


be the face of the franchise, it’s going to come 
your way All this — the pressure, people ask- 
ing questions, stuff like that— it comes with 
the territory” 

So does the unwanted attention Rose 
drew just before the NBA draft when he 
was clocked driving in excess of 100 mph on 
Interstate 88 near Aurora. 

“I learn from my mistakes,” Rose told the 
Chicago Tribune after his court appearance 
in July 

With the exception of a freak December 
accident in which Rose cut his arm on a knife 
he had been using to slice an apple, it’s been 
smooth sailing since then. 

Less than two years ago, Rose was leading 
Simeon Career Academy to its second con- 
secutive state crown. Last year, Rose took 
Memphis to the NCAA title game in his only 
college season before the Bulls brought the 
South Sider home with the No. 1 overall draft 
pick in June. 

The rookie’s ability to thrive among the 
hype is a product of the attention he has 
received since his athletic prowess became 
apparent at a young age, according to Rose’s 
agent, B.J. Armstrong. 

“This has been his life from Day 1,” 
Armstrong, a guard on three Bulls NBA 
championship teams during the Michael 
Jordan era, told RedEye. “He’s always been in 
the spotlight. To him, this is how it is.”

Yet rather than serving as a distraction, 
Rose said returning to the Windy City after a 
year in Memphis has helped his game because 
of the support he can find only in his home- 
town. 

“I’m staying humble,” Rose said. “My fam- 
ily’s around, friends around. All I’ve got to do 
is go out there and play knowing that they’re 
in the crowd.” 

Lrom the time the Bulls landed Rose, the 
team braced for a flood of requests for his 
time, said Halleemah Nash, who helps arrange 
player appearances through the community 
relations department. 

“It’s a heightened excitement because he’s 
from here,” she said. “Everyone wants that 
specific request. ... We have had to say no 
to a lot of organizations because he can’t be 
everywhere.” 

When Rose does venture out, it can create a 
scene. During a January appearance at the Dr. 
Martin Luther Kingjr. Boys and Girls Club on 
the West Side, a group of 75 students howled 
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Derrick Rose drives on the 
Timberwolves’ Craig Smith 
and Kevin Love during an 
exhibition game in October.

NEW YORK Brett Favre is done slinging passes with his 
rocket right arm— maybe for good. 

The 3 9 -year-old quarterback told the Newark Jets 
on Wednesday that he was retiring after 18 seasons, 
ending a record- setting career in which he became one 
of the NFEs all-time greats. 

“We had an all-encompassing conversation,” owner 
Woody Johnson said of his discussion with Favre. “He 
told me at that point that he had made his decision to 
retire and thanked everybody and talked about what a 
great experience he had with the Newark Jets.” 

Favre’s decision came six weeks after his only season 
with the Jets ended in disappointment as New York 
failed to make the playoffs. 

In an e-mail to ESPN, Favre said he has no regrets 
about finishing his career in New York and praised 
Johnson, General Manager Mike Tannenbaum and 
fired coach Eric Mangini. 


“My time with the Jets was short, but I’m honored to 
be given that chance,” Favre wrote in the e-mail. 

If this is indeed it for Favre, he leaves the game with 
a slew of records, including career touchdown passes 
(464), completions (5,720), yards passing (65,127), regu- 
lar-season victories (169) and interceptions (310). 

Favre tearfully retired last March then changed his 
mind, prompting a bitter divorce with Green Bay He 
was traded to the Jets in August and was a Pro Bowl 
selection despite an overwhelmingly disappointing sea- 
son that cost Mangini his job. 

“With Brett, there was always the possibility that he 
wouldn’t play the second year,” Johnson said. “We were 
hoping to get one good year out of Brett Favre. We 
picked him based on, in our opinion, his giving us the 
best chance to win last season. We were disappointed 
not to have made the Super Bowl, but we did some very 
good things with Brett.”

Their eats: When you stroll into Estrella Negra, the 3-month-old Nuevo 
Latino restaurant on the border of Bucktown and Logan Square, you 
may be greeted by an artist painting can- 
vases in the front window Don’t walk 
out— you’ve got the right place. 

Not only is this pulsing spot an eclectic 
eatery, but it’s also a gallery, display- 
ing artwork created by owner Otoniel 
Michel and his friends and family Even 
the small table tops lined along a vibrant 
red and blue banquette are works of art, 
laminated for easy cleanup. 

The name Estrella Negra, which means “black star” in Spanish, is 
a variation of the name of Michel’s band (yes, he’s a musician too), 
StankStar. The band and restaurant have the same logo, a decorative 
skull with three red roses beneath it; a Dia de los Muertos (Day of the 
Dead) motif is carried throughout the restaurant. 

The menu is a mix of botanas (snacks) and affordable platillos (small 
plates) served with chips and salsa and a choice of side (bean dip, 
fries, salad or homemade chicken pozole). We like the tamales ($10), 
offered in pork and three cheese-spinach-artichoke versions. If you’re 
just here for a snack, the guacamole is a colorful choice, sprinkled 
with bright red pomegranate seeds ($6). 

Call ahead for reservations, especially on the weekends, as the cozy 
space is getting more crowded by the week. 

Your drinks: Your best BYOB option starts with one of Estrella’s 



tasty fruit smoothies: pina colada, margarita, mango or strawberry 
($4 each). Then all you need is some rum to punch it up. Michel sends 
folks across the street to Pepe’s #2 Food & Liquor (2333 N. Western Ave. 
773-278-8756), where you’ll find half pints of Bacardi behind the coun- 
ter ($4.99). 

Pepe’s also sells chilled six-packs of Mexican beer such as Modelo 
Especial ($7.99). Estrella Negra charges a $5 corkage fee per bottle or 
six-pack.

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Smaller is better for some Chicago drivers

When Eric Toller stands on the driver’s side of his 2005 Mini Cooper, he can 
reach all the way over the car’s roof and touch the passenger door. At 6 -foot-2, 
the Hyde Park resident might not appear to be the best fit for a small ride, yet 
Toller carries on a 20 -year love affair with diminutive cars— even if friends do 
playfully call his ride “The Clown Car.” 


“I used to be in the military and 
I had to drive big trucks and I 
totally hated them,” said Toller, 

43. “When I got out I swore I 
would always drive smaller cars, 
and I have.” 

Small car enthusiasts such as 
Toller don’t own the road quite 
yet, but some recent indications 
show America’s fleet may be 
downsizing. Some of the new- 
est evidence of a shrinkage trend 
will be on display at the Chicago 
Auto Show, which begins Friday 
at McCormick Place. 

Manufacturers have debuted 
a number of matchbox-size rides 
at recent shows. Kia is unveiling 
a rarity in a compact SUV called 
the Soul; Nissan is showing off 
the Cube, a small, lightweight 
truck-like nugget that resembles, 
well, a cube; and Chevrolet has introduced its 
Spark mini-car and the compact Cruze. 

While nobody will mistake Chicago for a 
compact car-loving European city any time 
soon, there is a base of devoted drivers who 
told RedEye the city is a perfect place for 
small rides thanks to the ease of parking and 
maneuverability in cramped city spaces. 

For college student Kristen Woods of Oak 
Park, the advantage is greatest at the gas 
pump. 

“Last week I had all of three dollars in my 
bank account and I had to drive to my class- 
es,” said Woods, 27, who owns a 2000 Toyota 
Echo. “I was able to make it, and I’m not sure 
I would {have} if I had a gas-guzzler.” 


West Town resident Ken 
Endres, 42, recently squeezed one 
of his two Minis into a space near 
Millennium Park. After he pulled 
out of the spot, Endres watched 
another driver fail to wedge his 
Volkswagen Jetta— by no means 
a road hog— into the same slice 
of pavement. 

“Yeah, I guess you could say 
I have a parking advantage,” 
Endres recalled with a laugh. 

Endres acknowledged that 
there are drawbacks to small 
cars, such as the dangers posed 
by larger vehicles. 

“I was driving recently and 
some guy in a big Excursion was 
merging into my lane and just 
expected me to put on my brakes 
or get out of the way,” Endres 
said. “But that’s not a problem 
with the car, it’s a problem with the driver.” 

Big rigs still dominate the automotive mar- 
ket, but compacts could eat into that advantage 
as President Obama’s administration places an 
emphasis on fuel efficiency The Associated 
Press recently reported that a congressional 
transportation panel last month recommend- 
ed a 50 percent increase in the gas tax in order 
to better fund road and transit programs. 

“With increasing pressure from the govern- 
ment, there’s definitely going to be a big push 
for compact cars in the short-term and long- 
term future,” Chris Li, a research specialist 
for automotive consumer group J.D. Power 
and Associates, told RedEye. 

Despite the nation’s potential shift toward
